Now it is true that the Peace Com-
mission at ¥ort Rice plotared to the Indigns a preity
iboral view of their improved condition under the
treaty, and the Indians come to me and say, Where
are those houses you ware going to bulid usa ? Whoere
are the cows, the sheep, the pigs, ete. ! Bat, above
all, where are the guns and ammunition we were (o
have recelved T

The planting of corn alan recommended to them,
and which we promised to aesist them in, has, as

o Wre WARre, ns yot made litkle progress.  All the

ndians whom we are aceustomed to call friendly
are very anxious to farm. Last year, owing o the
want of laburers and oxen, vory lttle was done, and
while upon this subject 1 woulll recommend that a
strong cflort be made this lprmg" to get as much
land broken as Fﬂﬂlﬁlh'lﬂ to give the Indians a start
in planting, and whilst recommonding 1 would re-
spectfnlly ndvise that n Hbernl supply of trads
rifes pid ammunition be furnished the (rlendly In-
dinns this summer.

I have no fear por any boliel that, under any rea-
gonable treatment. these Indiaps wonld ever use
their gnns against the whites,  Since the couneil at
